One of our most learned judges had 
said that it was’ part of the liberty. of the 
law which-ensbled any man.to profor 8 charge 
of offenoo or crime against another, and only 
when it-was shown that ho. had: hean actuated 
hy malice conld-he bo made liablo for his condact. 
Any man: who soted bond fide and with good 
grounds for prosecution confd Jay a charge, and 
before he could be made liable it must bo shown 
to the satisfaction of the jury that there: were 
no auch grounds.to. proosed 1 Before sach 
an action as the present could lie, as @ lenrned 
judge had said, thore must bs snfficient proof to 
satisfy a reasonable ‘man thet the avooser had 
no other groands to proceed upon than a desire 
to injare the accused. 3 . 

Hia Lordship said it: might perhaps save consi- 
derable time inthe quoting of cares if he men- 
tioned that he inteaded to putthe oase to the, jury 
on almost the identical lines of that in a late 
ease hy.
